The year-old Associated Students 
Inc. Scholarship Program is seeing 
changes this year, including a shift in 
deadline and target audience. 

According to the scholarship appli- 
cation, the ASI Scholarship Program

seeks to provide $25,000 of financial 
support in awards of $1,000 to 25 qual- 
ifying students. 

In the past, the application focused 
on the theme of student engagement on 
campus or in the community, accord- 


ing to ASI Treasurer Agatha Gucyski. 

It required applicants to submit an 
essay describing their responsibilities 
while in college, including involve- 
ment in student organizations, intern- 
ships, research, employment or com- 


munity outreach. 

This year, however, the application 
also targets students with financial 
need, according to Gucyski.

Cal State Long Beach is ranked 
sixth in the nation for giving students 
the best bang for their buck, according 
to Washington Monthly. 

The new “Best Bang for the Buck” 
list by Washington Monthly, a non-profit 
magazine covering U.S. government and 


politics, ranked colleges and universities 
across the country based on their abil- 
ity to provide low-income students with 
valuable degrees at affordable prices. 

CSULB Interim President Don- 
ald Para said he was pleased with the 
national recognition the campus was 
awarded for its ability to provide edu- 
cation at a low cost. 

“[The campus] aspires to excellence, 
and our mission is to graduate students

CSULB alumnus looks to bring 
conservative view to city council 


“Bring Back 49er Football” mastermind Jason Aula also seeks to 
renovate the Long Beach Arena.

Alumnus Jason Aula has leaped 
into the race for Long Beach’s First 
City Council District, and he’s no 
stranger to campaigning in Long 
Beach. ; 

While at Cal State Long Beach, 
the former business finance major 
ran for Associated Students Inc. vice 
president in 2008 and ASI treasurer 


in 2010. He was also president of 
the Long Beach State College Re- 
publicans, previously called the 
Conservative Student Union. He left 
CSULB in spring 2011. 

In running for the April election, 
the 28-year-old said he plans to bring 
a different approach to the council. 

“T think the city hall just needs to 
be refreshed with some conserva- 
tive business ideology,” Aula said. 
“T think that could change a lot of 
things. I’m not saying I’m going ona 
witch-hunt ... I just want to redirect.” 

Since leaving CSULB, Aula re- 


cently became the executive director 
of Long Beach’s chapter of the Na- 
tional Organization for the Reform 
of Marijuana Laws (NORML), which 
aims to legalize responsible mari- 
juana use by shifting public opinion, 
according to its website. 

He has also written and drafted the 
Long Beach Patients’ Access Act of 
2013, a ballot measure proposal that 
aims to reform policies on medical 
marijuana use in the city. 

Aula said that while his work with

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NORML may fall outside of the con- 
servative realm, his beliefs sometimes 
land on both sides of the political fence. 

“TI think I have the ability to make a 
discretion on where to lean a little more 
conservative and where to be a little 
more liberal,” Aula said. “I’ve crossed 
party lines, and I have own my beliefs 
and stances.” 

At CSULB, Aula is most known for 
his “Bring Back 49er Football” cam- 
paign that began in 2008 as an effort to 
resurrect the 49er football team after 
more than 20 years of its inexistence. 

“T just want everyone to know I’m 
still working on bringing back the 49er 
football team with new students, and 
we’ve continued to try each year,” Aula 
said. “We’ve just been running into 
problems with ASI ... trying to disrupt 
activities because I’m involved with it.” 

During his time at CSULB, Aula 
found himself at the center of mul- 
tiple controversies on campus, some of 
which were entangled with past elected 
ASI officials. 


For example, Aula accused past 
elected ASI officials and others of con- 
spiring to ensure former ASI President 
James Ahumada’s victory in 2010’s 
student government elections. At the 
time, other presidential candidates had 
dropped out of the race, leaving Ahu- 
mada as the only remaining candidate. 

Aula also claimed on a 2009 schol- 
arship application, which earned him a 
$2,500 Ronald Reagan College Leader- 
ship scholarship, that he was a senator 
of the College of Natural Sciences and 
Mathematics, but ASI elected officials 
of the time said that while Aula had 
been appointed by the college’s coun- 
cil, he had never been sworn into the 
position. 

“IT was under the assumption I was 
going to be sworn in,” Aula said to the 
Daily 49er in 2010. 

ASI Vice President Jonathon Bolin 
confirmed that Aula has continued his 
yearly efforts to resurrect 49er foot- 
ball but said that Aula hasn’t gathered 
enough signatures to have the issue dis- 
cussed. 

“I’m excited that he’s running be- 
cause at least he’s put some entertain- 
ment in the Long Beach City Council

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with valued degrees,” Para said. 

Out of the 1,572 colleges and uni- 
versities considered for the list, 349 
campuses were chosen, according to 
the Washington Monthly website. 

The criteria used to determine the 
ranking included each university’s

percentage of students receiving Pell 
Grants, graduation rates, loan default 
rates and the total amount of tuition paid 
by students after receiving financial aid. 
Among the other top colleges and uni- 
versities ranked in the “Best Bang for the 
Buck” list were Cal State Fullerton at 
No. 4 and San Diego State University at 
No. 14. The No. 1 ranking university was 
Amherst College in Massachusetts.

election,” Bolin said. 

Aula said he knows his track record 
would alarm some voters, but he re- 
mains confident about the upcoming 
election because he believes people are 
going to like the fact that he stands his 
ground. 

“Attending CSULB] just taught me 
that a lot of people in Southern Cali- 
fornia aren’t fans of the Republican 
Party for various reasons,” Aula said. 
“At times, when people were throwing 
it down hard on me, it really made me 
question my beliefs, and during those 


who began attending CSULB in 2008 
and earned a degree in hospitality 
management, said she felt like she 
experienced possibly the worst state 
the school had ever been in. 

“They started cutting sections so 
you’d have less classes to meet your 
expected graduation date,” Ho said. 
“But I know one thing they did to

times I researched more and reaffirmed 
my beliefs ... I think what I’m saying is 
right, and I’m just going to stand by it.” 

If elected to city council, Aula said 
one of his goals would be to never stop 
fighting municipal policy that aids and 
abets “illegal aliens.” 

“People want to live their Ameri- 
can Dream, and if you look at the lib- 
eral politics in the city, the American 
Dream is under attack, and I’m here to 
try to do something about that,” he said. 

Aula also wants to propose a ballot 
measure for a $145-million renovation 
of the Long Beach Arena in Downtown 
Long Beach. According to Aula’s web- 
site, the project would raise taxes on car 
rentals, hotel room occupancies, admis- 
sion tickets to events held in the arena 
and parking in the facility. 

“We can add] 5,000 more seats, 
[which will make it] suitable to recruit 
a [professional] team ... I think that 
will really put Long Beach on the map,” 
Aula said. “And there’s already infra- 
structure there: the hotels, the metro 
line goes by there, there’s already a lot 
of parking, and it really just seems like 
a smart thing to do.” 

Despite the controversies Aula en- 


tain amount of units earned.” 

Para said that with a smaller budget, 
the university administration has sought 
ways to address student needs and to 
improve graduation rates. 

“After budget reductions, we had to 
pay attention to what needs the stu- 
dents had,” Para said. “We increased 
the advising department and helped 
students get connected early.” 

Senior economics major Romie 
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countered during his time at CSULB, 
he said he is happy to have experienced 
them because they prepared him for 
real-life campaigning. 

He said his former ASI colleagues, 
like Ahumada and former ASI Vice 
President Christopher Chavez, are now 
doing “big things,” and he is lucky to 
have competed with them. 

“T know I might piss some people off 
with the way I say things, but I’m just 
trying to keep it real, be myself, [and] 
say what I think,” Aula said. “I want to 
be that problem solver ... I think if peo- 
ple want change in their life, they really 
should try and change laws.” 

Aula said his plans to finish college 
are currently on hold, but that he hopes 
to attend Pacific Coast University of 
Law. He said he never planned to be a 
career politician, but at the moment, he 
wants to be able to help change laws on 
the city level. 

“T don’t think district needs another 
liberal in the office,” he said. “I think 
they need a conservative who knows 
how to manage money, create jobs, 
create revenue for the government, be 
business friendly, you know? That’s 
what I’m all about.” - 


Lyday said while he has never had a 
positive impression of most Cal State 
Universities, which he thinks are easy 
to get into but lack quality education, 
CSULB was an exception. 

“T never thought this about Long 
Beach,” he said. “I felt that you 
could bring a [CSULB] degree to a 
job that people will respect and know 
who [CSULB] is ... I always had high 
expectations for CSULB.”

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Gucyski said with the new changes, 
applicants are now prompted to submit 
an essay that describes either the chal- 
lenges or responsibilities they have 
faced as college students and how 
those have affected them or how they 
overcame any obstacles that arose. 

The change “addresses students 
who may be facing challenges, wheth- 
er that is financially, emotionally or 
both,” Gucyski said. She said the es- 
say options also ask applicants to de- 
scribe how the scholarship will help 
them and why it should be awarded to 
them. 

In addition to these changes, the 
ASI Board of Control has moved the 
scholarship application deadline to the 
fall semester, instead of setting it for 


- the spring as before. The deadline for 


fall 2014 scholarship applications is 4 
p-m. on Nov. 14. 

Gucyski said because the applica- 
tion deadline coincided with the busy 
spring allocation season, a period in 
which ASI distributes funds for the 
upcoming year among the colleges, 
the ASI Board of Control agreed to 
move the application deadline to the 
fall semester. 

The new deadline should also al- 
low the ASI Board of Control, who 
will choose the scholarship recipients, 
“more time to be more thorough in the 
selection process,” Gucyski said. 

According to the application, stu- 
dents must submit the essay along 
with a letter of recommendation and 
Financial Award Summary, or an es- 
timate of financial aid the student is 
eligible to receive, to the Center for 
Scholarship Information. 

Eligible applicants for the scholar- 
ship must be full-time undergradu- 


ate or graduate students at Cal State 
Long Beach. Undergraduate appli- 
cants must also have a cumulative 
GPA of 2.5, while graduate students 
must have a cumulative GPA of 3.5, 
and applicants must not be receiving 
any other form of financial support 
from ASI. 

Last year, there were 88 eligible 
applicants for the ASI scholarships, 
but the ASI Board of Control hopes 
that these changes will lead to even 
more applications for this year’s 
scholarships, as the prompts should 
relate to more students, Gucyski 
said. 

All applicants must complete the 
online application form available on 
the CSULB website and submit all 
other required documents to the Cen- 
ter for Scholarship Information, locat- 
ed in Room 238 of the University Stu- 
dent Union. Recipients will be chosen 
by March 22. 


Congress skeptical of plan to attack Syria, looks to rewrite Obama’s proposal 


WASHINGTON, D.C. The 
Obama administration pressed Con- 
gress Sunday for an expansive green 
light to attack Syria, but faced Capitol 
Hill skepticism from both right and left. 

Secretary of State John Kerry on Sun- 
day appeared on five television networks 
to make the case for military action against 
the Syrian government for what he said 
was the use of sarin gas on civilians. 

“We have learned through samples 
that were provided to the United States 
and that have now been tested from first 
responders in east Damascus (that) hair 
samples and blood samples have tested 
positive for signatures of sarin,” Kerry 
said on NBC’s “Meet the Press.” 

While he worked to convince Con- 


gress that the intelligence is accurate, 
Congress expressed more skepticism 
about the wisdom of a potential air- 
strike as well as the language of the war 
powers authorization being sought by 
the White House. A round of briefings 
and press sessions Sunday led only to 
congressional promises to rewrite Pres- 
ident Barack Obama’s proposal and a 
reiteration of concerns. 

“What I’m troubled by is after the 
strike, the Assad regime is still there,” 
said Rep. Scott Rigell, R- Va. “Let’s say 
we attack two air force bases. Certainly 
it would result in loss of life of young 
Syrian conscripts who have absolutely 
nothing to do with the (chemical attack), 
yet the Assad regime is still in place.” 


Though the administration on Friday 


released an intelligence summary declar- 
ing with a “high degree of confidence” that 
Syria had used chemical weapons, Kerry’s 
statements Sunday were the first to iden- 
tify the specific chemical allegedly used. 

“Bashar al-Assad now joins a list of 
Adolf Hitler and Saddam Hussein who 
have used these weapons in time of 
war,” Kerry said on NBC. 

Obama’s proposed language for con- 
gressional approval would authorize the 
president to use force “as he determines to 
be necessary and appropriate” in order to 
“prevent or deter the use or proliferation” 
of chemical or biological weapons, as well 
as other “weapons of mass destruction.” 


The Senate Foreign Relations Commit- 


tee will hold a hearing Tuesday on Syria. 
The House is sticking to its planned sum- 


' mer schedule and will return next week. 


“The ‘limited’ military response en- 
dorsed by President Obama shows no 
clear goal, tactical objective, or in fact 
any coherence whatsoever, and is sup- 
ported neither by myself nor the Amer- 
ican people,” said Rep. Devin Nunes, 
R-Calif., a member of the House Perma- 
nent Select Committee on Intelligence. 
“President Obama has gone from lead- 
ing from behind, to not leading at all, to 
now hiding behind Congress.” 

Dangerously for Obama, Republican 
Sens. John McCain of Arizona and Lind- 
sey Graham of South Carolina sounded 
similarly skeptical. The two veteran 


lawmakers are declaring that they “can- 
not in good conscience support isolated 
military strikes in Syria that are not part 
of an overall strategy that can change the 
momentum on the battlefield.” 

From the opposite flank, some con- 
servatives and liberals are united for 
disparate reasons in saying the U.S. 
should simply steer clear of Syria al- 
together. The senior Republican on 
the Senate Armed Services Commit- 
tee, Republican Sen. James Inhofe of 
Oklahoma, said Sunday on “Fox News 
Sunday” that he doesn’t think Congress 
will approve the authorization.

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Obama’s choice to seek congressional approval is wise 


AUS. military strike targeting 
Syria for its alleged use of chemical 
weapons has been delayed, pending 
a congressional vote on the use of 
military force, according to the 
Washington Post. 

The decision to seek congressional 
approval 
was made 
public 
when 
President 
Barack Obama spoke to reporters at the 
White House Saturday. 

“While I believe I have the 
authority to carry out this military 
action without specific congres- 
sional authorization, I know that the 
country will be stronger if we take 
this course,” Obama said. 

Although we are split on whether 
U.S. involvement in Syria will 
see significant results, we applaud 
Obama for seeking congressional 
approval. 

Consulting one of the world’s 
most powerful legislative bodies 
before an act of war is a wise move. 

Although Obama never specified 
what legal precedent he would have 
used to justify a military strike, we 
assume it would have been some- 
thing like the War Powers Resolu- 
tion of 1973. 

According to the resolution, a 
president can send troops to a for- 
eign country without congressio-

nal approval for up to 60 days, as long as he reports to Congress. 
But we are glad that Obama did not resort to justifying military 


action in Syria with the War Powers Resolution. 


While Obama has yet to publicly lay out the case for intervention 
in Syria, we are concerned by the disparity of evidence concerning 


chemical weapons use in the country. 


According to the L.A. Times, Secretary of State John Kerry said 
the U.S. has evidence that chemical weapons were used in Syria. 


“These are facts,” Kerry said. “The primary question is what 
are we ... going to do about it?” 

Kerry’s comments are in stark contrast to those of the United 
Nations, who has yet to release a report saying whether chemical 


weapons were in fact used. 


Because the U.N. has not revealed its report, we are pleased that 
Obama decided to err on the side of caution and consult Congress. 

But we also acknowlege that even though his decision to wait 
may be popular, it can lead to negative consequences. 


According to USA Today, Congress isn’t scheduled to return from 


summer break until Sept. 9. Given the time gap, Syrian President 


Bashar al-Assad may be able to prepare for a possible U.S. strike. 
Even with that possibility, though, we’re glad that Obama has 


shown he’s trying to avoid a hasty U.S. intervention in Syria. 


The U.S. may see a more prepared Assad later, but at least we 
won’t go into Syria without a unified decision. 

Syria is in the middle of a civil war. We should step carefully 
before leaping into the chaos. 


Obamacare will hurt fast food workers’ minimum wage Strike 


Fast food workers in more than 60 cities de- 
cided to strike on Friday. 

Many corporate chains, including McDon- 
ald’s, Wendy’s and Burger King, saw workers 
set up a picket line to promote a $15-an-hour 
minimum wage as well as the right to unionize. 

At a glance, it would appear the strike is a le- 
gitimate concern on behalf of the workers to push 
for increased wages. 

However, with the looming healthcare 
registration, trying to raise the minimum wage 
would be a two-pronged blow to businesses 
everywhere. 

With a federal minimum wage of $7.25 an 
hour, many Americans are feeling the pinch of 
underemployment. In short, there are too few 
minimum wage jobs for the amount of people 
applying. 

Visa Inc. released a chart designed to teach 
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McDonald’s employees how to live on mini- 
mum wage, and the chart clearly shows the 
corporate disconnect from the top. 

The figures provided by Visa included $600 
in rent, $0 in heating costs and $20 in monthly 
health insurance costs. 

These figures also 
account for the pro- 
spective worker to have 
a second job, which at 
$7.25 an hour would 
amount to 74 hours a week, according to the 
monthly total of income earned in the chart. 

The average McDonald’s worker at an entry 
level position would have to work approximately 
one million hours to match the compensation 
package of former McDonald’s CEO Jim Skinner, 
according to Bloomberg. 

With this difference in pay scale, the argument 
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to raise the wages earned by entry level fast food 
workers is compelling. 

On the other hand, with the changes coming in 
the Affordable Care Act, the push to increase living 
wages comes at an awkward time as businesses 
frantically try to include the added costs of providing 

health care to its employees. 
According to NBC 


NICOLAS RODRIGUEZ _ News, Delta Aitlines will 


pay out more than $100 
million to provide health 
care for its employees in 2014. 

As companies continue to feel the sluggish 
economic recovery, the question remains of 
whether the added costs to health care will 
break the fragile economy and create another 
recession. 

While it’s understandable that many fast 
food workers want to see their wages doubled, 
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increasing the wages when the economy is 
slowly returning to pre-recession levels may be 
ill-advised. F 

The added burden of including comprehensive 
health care coverage for millions of Americans 
will lead to even more struggle in the economy. 

Still, this doesn’t mean that the low wages 
fast food workers face should go unaddressed. 

One area that corporations could look to 
to provide savings is to reduce the amount 
of profits earned by shareholders rather than 
workers. 

As shareholders bear virtually no duty in the 
day-to-day management of running the corpora- 
tion, compensation should be diverted more to 
workers.

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Syrian attacks on United States news sites will not deter journalists 


As the conflict in Syria continues, it appears 
that the conflict has escalated to a different 
means of retaliation.

Electronic Army (SEA) managed to hack into 
multiple online media and news outlets, includ- 
ing Twitter and The New York Times, last 
week. 

The SEA was able to breach Melbourne IT, 
one of the largest domain registrars in Australia, 
according to The New Yorker. 

By doing this, the SEA was able to easily 
hack into the system by use of a technique called 
“spearphishing.” 

Although the hacking incidents were skillful- 
ly done to affect various websites, spearphishing 
is a simple technique used by hackers world- 


wide. 

According to the FBI website, spearphishing 
is a “virtual trap set by cyber thieves that uses 
official-looking e-mails to lure you to fake web- 
sites and trick you into revealing your personal 
information.” - 

The SEA has already 
adapted and started 
targeting third party 
services that the media 
rely on. 

Because of the rapidity of the hacking inci- 
dents, additional measures of security must be 
enacted in order to keep websites safe. 

It is evident that the SEA is a supporter of Syr- 
ian President Bashar al-Assad. 

Reuters reported that “records showed that

NYTimes.com, the only site with an hours- 
long outage, redirected visitors to a server 
controlled by the Syrian group before it went 
dark.” 

While President Barack Obama’s decision on 
whether to strike Syria 
rests in the hands of Con- 
gress, the SEA is wasting 
no time on infiltrating a 
very important aspect of 
our media system. 

The media and journalists are a very impor- 
tant part of the this equation. 

Journalists face danger of abduction and 
even death due to the violence happening in 
Syria. 

It seems that Syria is attempting to keep things 


undercover, and some Syrians see journalists as a 
major threat to their cause. 

According to Reuters, the Committee to 
Protect Journalists reported that Syria is 
the most dangerous country in the world for 
journalists. 

According to Reuters, 39 journalists were 
killed in Syria in 2012 and 21 were kidnapped. 
While unjust acts continue to be committed 
unto the people of Syria, journalists will not stop 

covering the news that must be told.

Former Broncos quarterback Tim Tebow should play in the NFL 


One of the most recognizable and popular 
quarterbacks in the NFL is now without a job. 

After a dismal preseason’ performance, the 
New England Patriots released theeoften-con- 
troversial quarterback Tim!Tebowron Saturday, 
according to ESPN. 

Following his release, Tebow tweeted, “I would 
like to thank ... the entire Patriots organization 
for giving me the opportunity to be’part of such a 
classy organization.” 

While his future may not'rest with the Patriots, 
it’s clear that Tebow’s on and off-the-field skills 
make him an NFL-caliber starting quarterback. 

Whether a team signs Tebow before the season 
begins is unlikely. It is clear that much of what is 
stopping Tebow’s growth in the league is over- 
hype and unfounded criticism. 


One of the major criticisms leveled against 
Tebow is that he can’t pass well. 

Former NFL quarterback Boomer Esiason turned 
heads in August 2011 when he said, “He can’t play. 
He can’t throw. What (former Denver Broncos coach) 
Josh McDaniel saw in him, God only knows,” ac- 
cording to Yahoo Sports. 

ESPN analyst Merril Hoge 
complemented Esiason’s 
comments by calling Tebow a 
“phony” in December 2012, according to ESPN. 

Once one begins to analyze Tebow’s stats, 
however, it is apparent that many of his critics 
like Esiason and Hoge are mistaken. 

According to ESPN, Tebow’s career NFL 
stats include 2,422 passing yards with 17 touch- 
downs and nine interceptions. Tebow further 
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complemented his stats by rushing for 989 
yards and 12 touchdowns. 

How many starting NFL quarterbacks boast 
similar numbers? 

In Cleveland, Browns starting quarterback 
Brandon Weeden threw 14 touchdowns and 
17 interceptions last year. He 
complemented his dismal season 
by committing six fumbles as 
well, according to ESPN. 

Jacksonville Jaguars starting quarterback 
Blaine Gabbert has also struggled. 

In 25 games, Gabbert has thrown 21 touch- 
downs and 17 interceptions. Like Weeden, 
Gabbert is fumble-prone with nine fumbles since 
2011, according to ESPN. 

Critics of Tebow’s performance should take a 


closer look at Weeden and Gabbert before saying 
he doesn’t have a place in the NFL. 

Another complaint leveled against Tebow is 
that he upsets locker rooms. 

In November 2012, NFL.com reported that 
several of Tebow’s New York Jets teammates 
critiqued him in the New York Daily News. 

“We don’t look at him as a quarterback,” an 
unnamed player said to New York Daily News. 

While it can be universally agreed upon that 
Tebow is no Tom Brady, it’s clear that Tebow is 
deserving of a starting quarterback job in the NFL. 

Give him a chance to shine. Last time someone 
checked, Tebow has more playoff victories than 
Peyton Manning does in Denver.

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An end-of-summer Journey 


Tribute band Don’t Stop Believin’ visits Long Beach to blast tunes in remembrance of the 
classic rock band Journey, finishing Long Beach’s summer concert series.

The unmistakable sound of Jour- 
ney’s power ballads rose like waves of 
summer heat from Blair Field Friday, 
bringing an end to Long Beach’s 100 
Days of Summer concert series. 

The Journey tribute band Don’t Stop 
Believin’ (DSB) provided the main at- 
traction from second base. 

Fans ranging from young to old oc- 
cupied the stadium seats while others 
took advantage of the grassy infield and 
lounged on blankets or just the grass. 
Dogs ran freely on the field, where the 
group danced and sang. 

DSB was formed by the fusion of two 
bands. 

“Three of the guys were already in a 
band called Sandbox, and I was in an- 
other Journey tribute band,” lead vocalist 
for DSB Juan Del Castillo said. “When 
we met up, we thought it would be a great 
idea to combine both of those bands.” 

Castillo began his performing ca- 
reer on television shows and com- 
mercials at the age of 12. According 
to Castillo, his singing was often 
compared to that of Journey’s lead 
singer, Steven Perry, and he was en- 
couraged to perform in tribute of the 
well-known ‘80s band.

“T’ve always been told I sound like 
Steve Perry,” Castillo said. “After mak- 
ing many runs at it in karaoke, [I] de- 
cided to_put a band together and do it 
more full-time.” 

The members of Sandbox — Scotty 
Kormos, Roger Cain and Tony Love — 
blended their drums, guitar and bass 
with Castillo’s voice to create DSB. 
Henry O’Neill on the keyboard complet- 
ed the band that has been touring across 
the nation for more than five years. 

Getting off the ground was not too dif- 
ficult for the band, according to Castillo. 

“We hit it in stride. You already hada 
great repertoire of music by great musi- 


cians in Journey,” Castillo said. “I felt 
like all I had to do was find strong [con- 
tributors] who could play the [music]. 
It’s not as simple as people think ‘it is. 
It’s actually pretty complex.” 

Any band needs the right combina- 
tion of members and a skill set that 
flows well together, and Castillo said 
DSB hit the jackpot. 

“We got lucky. That chemistry was 
immediate, and we hit the ground run- 
ning,” Castillo said. 

The band’s performance put the 
crowd on a rollercoaster of emotion 
as hit songs like “Separate Ways” and 
“Anyway You Want It” threw danc- 


ers, young and old, into a wild frenzy. 
Other songs like “Faithfully” and “Open 
Arms” transformed the chaos at Blair 
Field into a ballroom of slow dancing, 
with arms waving like fields of wheat in 
the breeze. 

Aside from DSB being widely popular 
and strikingly similar to the sounds of 
Steve Perry, the band chose to pay tribute 
to Journey because of the mark that the 
band has left on multiple generations. 

“They’re so relevant now, and not 
only that, but we all kind of grew up 
listening to it,” Castillo said. 

DSB has had a long relationship with 
Long Beach and has coordinated events 
since the band surfaced more than five 
years ago. Long Beach’s 100 Days of 
Summer program is geared to offer the 
public summer activities and outings 
that are child-friendly and, for the most 
part, free. 

As the blazing wheel in the sky 
ducked down behind the city, the en- 
ergy ramped up as more of the audi- 
ence joined in with those who had been 
dancing under the sun. The band threw 
T-shirts and other merchandise in be- 
tween sets and received a few drinks 
and a bag of kettle corn in return. 

Once the party was over, everyone went 
their separate ways, stumbling out of the 
event. Nearly four generations had cel- 
ebrated the summer feeling as the lights 
went down in the city, and Long Beach lo- 
cals made it clear that they had.not stopped 
believing.

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Rangel’s last-second goal leads LBSU to first victory 


Goals by Mimi Akaogi 
and Eileen Maes get 
the 49ers a comeback 
win over Texas Tech.

It took two shutout losses before the 
Long Beach State women’s soccer team 
could both score its first goal and earn 
its first victory of the season. 

Freshman midfielder Mimi Rangel 
accomplished both of those feats for the 


49ers (1-2-0) Sunday as she secured the 
3-2 victory over No. 23 Texas Tech (3- 
1-0) with a dramatic tie-breaking goal 
three seconds before the end of regula- 
tion. 

The 49ers entered halftime still void 
of a goal on the season and trailing 1-0. 
But Rangel ended the scoreless streak 
10 seconds into the second period with 
a game-tying goal on an assist by de- 
fender Marie McKenzie. 

The game-winning kick by Rangel 
was precluded by a game-tying goal by 
senior Eileen Maes in the 87th minute. 

Over two minutes later, as the regu- 
lation clock wound down to three sec- 
onds, senior Kristyn Benavidez passed 
the ball to Maes, who pushed it forward 
to Rangel to set up the game-winning 


shot from 12 yards out. 

After opening the game strong and 
attacking TTU early, The Beach’s of- 
fense went idle. From there, LBSU 
struggled throughout the period, com- 
mitting 11 fouls in the half while allow- 
ing a goal by midfielder Paige Strahan 
in the 34th minute. - 

Sunday’s game was also notable for 
notching several firsts. While handing 
the Red Raiders their first loss of the 
season, LBSU sophomore Kaci McCain 
started her first career game at goal- 
keeper while Rangel’s two goals were 
the first of her collegiate career. 

The weekend road trip didn’t start 
out as nicely for the ‘Niners, as they- 
allowed four goals to Santa Clara on 
Thursday. 


The 49ers failed to capitalize on nu- 
merous scoring opportunities, as they 
attempted 10 shots in the 4-0 loss at 
Buck Shaw Stadium. 

Thursday’s match was the second 


time the ‘Niners played and lost at. 


Buck Shaw Stadium in three contested 
matches dating back to last year, when 
they fell to SCU 2-1 in the opening 
round of the NCAA tournament. 

As head coach Mauricio Ingrassia 
noted before Thursday, this year’s match 
with SCU (1-2-0) was not considered 
a true rematch due to the 49ers’ abun- 
dance of first-year players this season. 

LBSU’s defense unraveled almost 
immediately, with SCU senior forward 
Morgan Marlborough firing the game’s 
first goal just 43 seconds into the game. 


Forty-eight seconds later, midfielder 
Julie Johnston slipped another shot past 
freshman keeper Ashton Mckeown for 
the Broncos’ second goal. 

Johnston followed with a second goal 
in the 13th minute to give SCU a 3-0 
lead at halftime. 

The Beach’s defense held SCU score- 
less in the second half up until nearly 
four minutes left in the game. With 10 
total shots in the period, the Broncos 
used one to pad their lead on a goal by 
freshman midfielder Mariana Galvin. 

Thanks to Rangel’s game-winner 
on Sunday, the ‘Niners can return to 
George Allen Field with a win under 
their belts. 

LBSU will host its next game Friday 
at 7 p.m. against Cincinnati.

After a come-from-behind victory 
over Illinois on Friday night, the Long 
Beach State women’s volleyball team 
dropped consecutive matches against 
ranked opponents in the Long. Beach 
State Mizuno Invitational. 

On Sunday, The Beach (1-2) closed 
out the annual tournament at the Walter 
Pyramid against No. 17 Kentucky in the 
most lopsided match of the weekend for 
either squad. 

The Wildcats swept the match — 25- 
17, 27-25, 25-15 — behind the powerful 
hitting of senior Whitney Billings and 
sophomore Shelby Workman. 

The Kentucky leaders tallied 13 kills 
apiece while guiding the Wildcats to an 
overall hitting percentage of .371, while 
The Beach hit just .216. 

The 49ers’ best chance came late in 
the second set with an opportunity to 
tie the match at one. LBSU led 24-23 af- 
ter a block by junior Bre Mackie, but an 
emphatic left-handed kill from Work- 
man and an offensive: miscue helped 
Kentucky regain the advantage. Senior 


outside hitter Delainey Aigner-Swesey 
then tied the set once more with a big 
swing, but the Wildcats’ hitting proved 
to be just too much for the ‘Niners. 

“We just never had control of the 
match,’ 49ers head coach Brian Gim- 
millaro said. “If you don’t have control, 
it doesn’t matter what the score is.” 

Gimmillaro said the reason for the 
loss may be as simple as insufficient 
practice time. 

“JT don’t think we were fatigued. I just 
don’t think we’re ready yet,’ he added. 
“Tt’s a tough opening weekend, and we’re 
not good enough to play at that level yet.” 

On Saturday night, LBSU held a 
two-sets-to-one lead over 18th-ranked 
Florida State before dropping the last 
two sets and the match, 15-25, 25-23, 
20-25, 25-18, 15-12. 


Nicole and Elise Walch paced the Sem- 
inoles with 21 and 15 kills, respectively, 
while FSU out-hit the 49ers .312 to .260. 

Aigner-Swesey led the ‘Niners with 17 
kills to go along with eight digs and two 
block assists on .389 hitting. Sophomore 
Alex Reid added a double-double with 15 
kills and 13 digs while hitting .297. 

Before the match, LBSU’s sand vol- 
leyball team was given its national 
championship rings honoring its vic- 
tory over the very Florida State squad 
it was set to face. 

LBSU is the only school to have won 
national titles for both indoor and out- 
door volleyball. 

The only win of the weekend for The 
Beach came in the opener on Friday 
against IIlinois. 

After dropping the first set, the 49ers

came back to win three straight and take 
the match — 16-25, 25-19, 25-22, 25-17

46 assists and added 12 digs. 

Haleigh Hampton also came up big 
for The Beach in her first official match 
in over a year, tallying 11 kills and six 
total blocks. 

“T think we do some things well, and at 
times we play very well, but we draw too 
many close games,” Gimmillaro said of 
the opening weekend. “If we score a point 
last night [Saturday], we win the match.” 

The Beach will go on to compete in 
the San Francisco tournament, playing 
Air Force and San Francisco on Friday 
and Miami on Saturday.

Long Beach State claims two top-10 spots at Mark Covert Classic

The Long Beach State cross country 
teams traveled to Brea, Calif. on Sat- 
urday morning for the season-opening 
Mark Covert Classic and came back 
with two top-10 finishers. 

Hillary Zator and Jake Dawson placed 
in the top 10 in the women’s 5,000 me- 


ters and men’s 8,000 meters, respec- 
tively, at Carbon Canyon Regional Park. 
Zator finished in fourth with a time of 
18:10.8, and Dawson’s time of 25.51.0 
earned him a seventh-place finish. 

Of the eight teams that competed in 
the women’s race, LBSU finished sixth, 
recording 144 points on the day. Loyola 
Marymount proved to be the stiffest com- 
petition, as it finished the day with 34 
points. Pepperdine came in second with 66 
points, and Southern California rounded 
out the top three with their 73 points. Cal 


State Fullerton finished in fourth (95) and 
San Diego State took fifth (113). 

Sophomore Alexis Trujillo crossed 
the line in 41st with a time of 19:48.2, 
followed by senior Andrea Gayton-Ja- 
cob in 45th (19:54.7). 

Freshman Kathleen Dunne and Ash- 
ley Carrera both cracked the top 60, 
finishing in 56th and 60th respectively 
with Dunne posting a time of 20:06.06 
and Carrera finishing in 20:09.4. 

Senior Taylor Goto placed 64th 
(20:12.3), and freshman Lali Avila fin- 
ished in 72nd. 

The LBSU men’s team came away with 
a third-place finish out of the five teams 
with 82 points. LMU earned the champi- 


onship with 22 points, 20 point ahead of 
second-place CSUF. SDSU finished be- 
hind the 49ers with 110 points, and Pep- 
perdine came in last with 128 points. 

Freshman runners Kevin Ramirez 
and Emillo Nunez crossed the line 
in 22nd and 33rd, respectively, with 
Ramirez posting a time of 26:36.6 and 
Nunez finishing in 26:55.6. 

Freshman Andres Velasco finished 
just outside the top 50 with a 51st-place 
finish (27:19.4), followed by classmates 
Samuel Bautista in 71st (27:46.0) and 
Zach Diaz in 73rd (27:49.0). Senior An- 
drew Garcia finished in 84th. 

Although both teams were unable to 
win over the weekend, 49er cross coun- 


try coach Patrick Wales-Dinan said 
he was happy with the steps that were 
made to start the season. 

“The men executed the race plan 
flawlessly,’ Wales-Dinan told LBSU 
Athletics. “We are very excited about 
what we were able to get out of this 
competition and can’t wait to be joined 
by some more of our top people in the 
coming weeks. On the women’s side, 
Hillary Zator showed her ever grow- 
ing fitness with a controlled effort in a 
strong field, and our young people got 
some very valuable experience.” 

LBSU will be back at it on Sept. 14 
when it travels to Malibu for the Pep- 
perdine Invitational.
